I have the honor to transmit herewith the bills of the Orr & Hess Machine Co. ending 
June 30th 1885, marked for the articles therein mentioned as being received, and under your 
instructions I have requested from the Company that a bill of the separate items be rendered, 
which they have done, so far as relates to the Draw benches marked #2, and milling machine 
marked #3, the other articles not requiring further itemizing. 


You will notice in the original bill, that the charges in connection with the Draw benches
